On and after J nly Lae 1891 and until July 
1, 1995, there shall aby et 
in the Treasury not ee appropri 
under the provisions of section of the 
Revised Statutes, to the producer of sugar, 
there being not less.than 90“ by polari- 
scope, from beets, sorghum or sugar cane 
grown within the United States, or from ma-

A Fine Target Range ~— The Dam

Frequent reference has been made 
in these columns to the improvements 
Jas. W. Scoville is making on his land 
bordering the arroyo west of Colorado 
street. Mr. Scoville, however, moves 
so rapidly that itis hard to keep the 
public informed. of the constantly 
changing aspect of the place. fet 

“Scoville Park“ as applied to the 
place would probably have been dub- 
bed a misnomer a year ago. Now the 

visitor cannot but be impressed with 
the idea that it will become in time 
what the owner intended it should be, 
a veritable park of rare natural attrac- 


tiveness. 
In the first place the big stone dam 
has been completed. It rises above 


the water some twelve feet. Built in 
the form of acrescent of large rocks 
cemented together and resting on a 
broad foundation of interlacing tim- 
vers, the structure possesses the solid- 
ity, in appearance at least, of being 
strong enough to withstand as much 
water as Jupiter Pluvius can send 
ho ig down the arroyo in winter 
time. 
An improvement which has not here- 
tofore been mentioned is a truss bridge 
which Mr. Scoville built across the 
stream a short distance south of the 
dam, and not many yards above where 
the abutments stand waiting for the 
idge which Pasadenians once hoved 
he supervisors were going to put up as 
the final touch to the Eagle Rock 
boulevard. Mr. Seoville’s bridge is 
wide enough for a team to cross, but it 
will be used chiefly as a 1 
connecting the east bank with the 
road leading up the western slope to 
the summit of the high hill, where one 
ok the finest outlooks about town is to 
de obtained. 
The gun club, of which Mr. Scoville 
is one of the most enthusiastic mem- 
‘bers, has come in for its share of the 
Improvements. At the placa where 
the shots are fired at the target a semi- 
circular inclosure has been walled in. 
It has a cement floor and is protected 
by a roof jutting out from the arroyo’s 
steep bank. In the rear is a small 
opening cut out of the solid rock for 
storing tke one paraphernalia. 
The pump house is in 
struction at the west end of the dam. 
Mr, Scoville is new in Chicago, but a 
force of men are carrying on the work 
during his absence. The pump house 
Will be fitted up with machinery this 
fall, and by next summer the place 
will be one. of the most attractive

Mr. Darling, Ontario. My process 
for curing the lemon la simple and 
effective. The lemons are picked any 
time during the year when they have 
attained a diameter of two.and a haif 
inches. They should be cut from the 
tree instead of pulled, serupnl 
should. be exercised in 


skin, or 
cause decay. When picked they 
should be laid on trays and stored in a 
cool, dark, well-ventilated room and 
occasionally inspected, in order that. 
any decaying fruit may be thrown out. 
Lemons treated in this manner, though 

picked for six months, are in a perfect 

state of preservation and will probably 

keep five months longer without deter- 

ioriation or material loss. E. M. 

Hatch, who won for Ontario atthe 
Riverside citrus fair the first prize for 
the best cured lemons, pursued the 
same simple method. | 

C. C. Thompson, Chino.—No worm 
or insect is ever found upon the euca- 
lyptus tree or in the earth where the 
roots penetrate. A row of trees planted 
through an orchard or vineyard will 
cause insects, worms and caterpillars to 
vacate that region. Two branches of 
the eucalyptus used in the rooms or 
windows, or as decorations in dweliing 
rooms, will cause mosquitoes, moths, 
fleas and flies to leave the premises, 
and when the leavesare placed beneath 
the carpet around the border of the 
room when the carpet is laid they are 
an insurance against the moth; 
branches placed beneath the bed pil- 
lows are à protection against fleas. 

S. McKiuley, Los Angeles.—I would 
like the attention of the Horticultural 
Commission to an abuse that should 
be immediately stopped. I refer to 
the habit people have of throwing 
weeds into our irrigating ditches. In 
many places these weeds are in close 
proximity to infested orchards and Iam 
fully convinced that many trees have 
been infested from this source. 1 
watch my ditches very carefully and 
allow no rubbish or weeds to enter my 
place. In the meantime where are the 
inspectors, and why don’t they order 
orchardists to use the gas treatment? 

Henry Leach, Los Angeles.—Owing 
to the present boomin “spuds” and 
the tailure of the crop in the northern 
portions of the State, many are won- 
dering if itis good policy to use the 
early crop of potatoes for seeding the 
summer planting. It cannot be denied 
but that a potato thoroughly ripened 
and seasoned is best, but potatoes can 
be used for seed soon aftér 
digging, provided they 
ripe. I would Suggest that they 
be allowed to thoroughly ripen 
in the ground, then dig aud lay 
out under trees or a shed, where they 
will be preteen from the hot midday 
sun, and yet receive some sunlight in 
the morning and evening. After they 
become seasoned and turn a green 
yellowish color and show evideuce of 
. they are in condition to plant. 
If fairly large I cut and leave them ex- 
posed for a few hours 
planting.

Dairy Notes. 

At a recent session ofa dairy school 
at Meredith, N. V., the following an- 
swers were given to questions taken 
from the question box. When a cow 


holds up her milk“ it is retained in 


the udder and milk ducts. Secretion 
is checked and the cow is injured. 
Very little milk is ever held up.“ 
The shortage is due to the failure to 
secrete, The milk is not made. All 
the same the cow is injured. Milk 
‘cans scaided after each us 
ing. first having been well washed in 
cold water. Eusilage ia the best form 
in which to preserve mature corn for 
cows. The best butter cow is the cow 
that will make the most butter from a 
given quantity of food. Cows milked 
clean do not need stripping. To con- 
tinue stripping will dry up a cow. 
Cream should not stand in the churn 
over night before churning. Jt injures 
the quality of the butter and tends to 
foul the churn.

Terrible Punishments in Persia. 
When a woman commits the smallest 
offense she is not put in a lockup, for there 
are neither lockups nor prisons in Persia, 
but in one of those huge stables with which 
the country is plentifully besprinkled, 


After she has been in the stable for four orf 
five days she is brought before the gov- | 


ernor of the village, who looks at her from 
his window and passes judgment. 

These governors are put in charge of the 
villages by the shah, and within his own 
province each governor is absolutely des- 
potic, The offending woman is sometimes 
merely stood in the corner of the governor’s 
court, given perhaps 700 lashes, made to 
pay a fine and sent home. If her offense is 
not of the smallest sort, but still petty, a 
different punishment is imposed. She is 
hung up in a bag, into which is also puta 
cat and a dog. The governor’s officers 
then belabor the bag, the oecupants of 


which canno said to dwell together in 
unity. 

A worse punishment is to shave a 
woman’s head, blacken her face and give 


her a ride about the town on an ox, or 
some other equally agreeable animal. In 
cases where still harsher punishment is 
deemed necessary the offender is put in a 
sort of a tower which she almost fills. The 
space between her and the walls is filled 
with lime, and when all is ready water is 
poured in. After ten minutes blood will 
spurt from the eyes and nostrils of the 
victim, who is often kept in the tower for 
weeks. All these punishments are incurred 
by offenses by no means grave.—Interview 
in Sentinel.
